Remarks 

The Office Action dated May 4, 2006 has been reviewed carefixlly and the 
application amended in a sincere effort to place the apphcation in condition for 
allowance. Furthermore, new claims 6-10 are respectfully requested on the basis of 
the following remarks. 

Upon entry of this amendment, claims 6-10 will be pending in this application. 
Claims 1-5 have been canceled. 
The Invention 

In general, this invention discloses a hollow container with an inner space and 
at least one slidmg drawer housed in the inner space. A dust suction case is 
positioned on the top of the hollow container but is separated fiom the iimer space. 
There are also means for hooking/unhooking the dust suction case fiom the hollow 
container. 

Reiection of Claims 1-5 under 35 U.S.C. 112 

Claims 1-5 have been canceled. Accordingly, the rejection of these claims is 
now moot. 

Reiection of Claims 1 and 5 under 35 U.S. C. 102fb) 

Claims 1 and 5 have been canceled. Accordingly, the rejection of these claims 
is now moot. 

Reiection of Claims 2 and 4 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 

Claims 2 and 4 have been canceled. Accordingly, the rejection of these claims 
is now moot. 
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New Claims 6-10 

New claim 6 recites a mobile imit that comprises a hollow container provided 
with an inner space and with at least one sliding drawer housed in the inner space and 
a dust suction case positioned on the top of the hollow container but separated from 
the inner space thereof . Additionally, new claim 6 also recites hooking/unhooking 
means for removably fastening the dust suction case to the hollow container. 

In general. Griffin, describes a vacuum cleaner (i.e., a dust suction case) 
comprising a hollow container with a suction duct wherein the hollow container's 
inner space communicates with a suction device that is positioned on top of the 
hollow container. However, dust that is retrieved by the suction device does not reach 
the suction device due to the filter that is located within the hollow container's inner 
space. Accordingly, the dust that is retrieved by the suction device will be collected 
in the inner space of the hollow container. In other words, the suction device 
disclosed in GrifBn is not an autonomous device capable of retrieving dust when 
separated from the hollow container since the hollow container is used to collect the 
dust that is retrieved by the suction device. 

In contrast, the hollow container in the mobile unit that is recited in new claim 
6 only has to support the dust suction case during transit between different working 
areas in addition to housing different tools and materials. The hollow container does 
not store dust that is retrieved by the dust suction case nor is it required for the dust 
suction case to operate (i.e., retrieve and collect dust). 

The mobile imit recited in new claim 6 is also distinguished from DE-89 12526 
since the suction device is removably fastened to the hollow container by 
hooking/unhooking means . Specifically, the hooking/unhooking means facilitates that 
removal of the dust suction case from the hollow container once the dust suction case 
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has been transported to the working area. DE-89 12526, in contrast, describes that the 
suction case is mounted on the xmderlying container by small discs that mechanically 
engage corresponding recesses in the container. In other words, DE-89 12526 does 
not disclose using a hooking connection to secure the suction case to the imderlying 
container. 

Accordingly, Applicant submits new claim 6 and the claims that depend 
directly or indirectly from it are m condition for allowance. 



In light of the foregoing arguments, it is respectfully submitted that new 
claims 6-10 are in proper form for issuance of a Notice of Allowance and such action 
is respectfully requested at an early date.
